Citizens of Sierra Madra re¬ 
sponded so patriotically to the 
December Victory Bond drive 
that by Tuesday the city had al¬ 
ready exceeded its entire Decem¬ 
ber quota by 25%. Response to 
the sales slogan, “Remember 
Pearl Harbor,” was so heartily 
that at the close of December 7 
the ciitzens had bought 80 p-er 
cent of the month’s quota. 

Sierra Madre’s quota for De¬ 
cember is $20,000. Total bond 
sales on December 15 were 
$25163.75. Sales reported by the 
Sierra Madre Savings Bank were 
$22820 and sales at the post 
office were $2343.75. 

The bank reported its Pearl 
Harbor Day sales on December 7 
at $8575, and the post office on 
that day received $656. 

In November the bank’s cash 
sales of war bonds was $16,537 
and the post office was $2831. 
In all cases of sales reported, 
figures represent the cash spent 
and not the face value of the 
bonds. 

The iocal Victory Fund Drive 
Committee, of which Dan C. 
Reib is chairman, has installed a 
Victory bulletin board opposite 
the P. E. station on which the 
city's progress in sale of War 
Bonds and Stamps is recorded 
weekly. 

Sierra Madre's achievement is 
all the more noteworthy in 
view of a recent communication 
received by R. C. Lewis, presi¬ 
dent of the Sierra Madre Savings 
Bank, in regard to the general 
progress of the current Victory 
Fund Drive in the Twelfth Fed¬ 
eral Reserve District. 

"Summarizing our snowing 
here at headquarters it is appar¬ 
ent that sales in this district are 
not maintaining our position as 
related to the total offering for 
the United States," man¬ 
ager of the Victory Fund Drive, 
states. "It would seem that 
there should be substantial funds 
available for inventment in both 
the 1 % % short term bonds and 
the Tax Savings Notes. An in¬ 
tensified selling effort is neces¬ 
sary during this closing period 
to place the Twelfth Federal Re¬ 
serve District in its proper rela¬ 
tive position in tills drive." 

A communication from Secre¬ 
tary Morgenthau, respecting pro¬ 
gress of the Victory Fund Drive, 
states: 

"The subscriptions to Treas¬ 
ury securities offered in the 
$9,000,000,000 December Victory 
Fund Drive now total $6,600,000,- 
000. Although success in achiev¬ 
ing the aim now . is indicated, 
there must be no relaxation of 
effort. 

“The December drive, will ter¬ 
minate and the subscription 
books will close, at the close of 
business December 23, with re¬ 
spect to three issues of securi¬ 
ties, namely: Victory two-and- j 
one-halfs due December 15, 1968, 
Callable December 15, 1963; 

1 % bonds due June 15, 1948; 

and 7/8'; Certificate.- of In- 
deptedness due December 1, 
1943. 

"The sale will continue on the 
Series F and G United States 
Savings Bonds and Series A and 
C Tax Savings Notes." 


Of the 101 Sierra Madreans 
who gave blood on the fourth 
visit of the Red Cross Blood 
Bank on December 9, ten were 
listed among the donors on the 
three previous occasions and 17 
had contributed twice before. 

Several prospective donors were 
rejected because of their age or 
weight and others for other rea¬ 
sons, but none were resentful 
and on the contrary most of 
them volunteered for service in 
the canteen and in various 
capacities. The Red Cross staff 
that accompanied the bank here 
said the visit was one of the 
most satisfactory made any¬ 
where and Mrs. R E. deWright 
was highly complimented on the 
efficiency of the local committee 

charge. 

*Of interest to many local don- 
ore is the statement made by 
competent medical advisors, 
under the auspices of the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross, that a person can 
safely donate blood five times a 
year. 

Future lists are expected to 
include the names of young men 
and women between the ages of 
17 and 20 who are being per¬ 
mitted to donate blood if they 
obtain the written consent of 
their parents.

Confusion is expected when the 
new point system rationing books 
to be called War Ration Book 2 
are issued early in January 

So a statement has been is¬ 
sued by E. M. Tucker, co-ordina¬ 
tor between OCD and OPA on 

consumer’s interest of the Los 
Angeles metropo'Tan area, to 
prepare the public for what is 

coming and inform it on how the 
system will operate. 

"Point rationing,” he says, "is 
merely a system of rationing a 
group or related or similar com¬ 
modities which can be substituted 
for one another. 

“Point rationing will not re¬ 
place straight coupon rationing 
for sugar, gasoline and coffee. 

But it will provide a better meth¬ 
od of rationing other products 
which involve variety. Sugar and 
coffee are standardized and there 
is no widely used substitute for 
either, but many classes of food 
commodities offer variety, and 
under point rationing, the con¬ 
sumer can use his point-ration 
stamps to buy* the variety he pre¬ 
fers, and secure a larger ration 
| by taking a variety which is 
ibundant. 

"The government will group 
related commodities, and all pur¬ 
chases from the same greup re¬ 
quire the same type of coupons. 
Each commodity within a group 
will be given a point value. A 
high point value will be given a 
scarce commodity, a low point 
value will be given a plentiful 
commodity. 

"For example, ir a rationed 
group included cereals, and if 
cornflakes were plentiful and 
j branflakes were scarce, point 
I value for cornflakes would be one 
j print and for branflakes, 11 
| points. If an individual’s monthly 
quota for cereals were 48 points, 
buying scarce branflakes would 
use his month's cereal-point quota 
1 1 times faster than buying corn¬ 
flakes. 

"Purchases are accomplished 
by the surrender of point stamps. 
The color of the stamps will des¬ 
ignate the group of rationed com¬ 
modities to which they apply. 
Each page has 24 stamps let¬ 
tered A to Z in denominations of 
8, 5, 2 or 1 .The first month will 
use the A, B and C stamps in 
the designated color for the com¬ 
modity group involved, and the 
stamps fer each letter will totai 
16 points, making 48 points for 
the month for one commodity 
group. 

"To refer back to the cereal 
example, to buy the cornflakea 
the consumer would surrender 
1 one-point stamp, to buy the 
scarce branflakes, he would sur¬ 
render 11 one-point stamps, for 
the same quantity purchase. 

"The individual may spend his 
points on commodities within the 
rationed group in any way he 
likes, but when his points are 
gone, he cannot buy any com¬ 
modity in that group during the 
lest of the month. 

"If a big demand develops for 
a rationed commority, its point 
value will be raised to protect 
the supply. If a commodity is be¬ 
ing neglected, its point value 
will be lowered. As a rule, point 
values will not be changed during 
any given month. 

"Point values of rationed com¬ 
modities will be posted in the 
stores, and listed on packages 
wherever possible. Newspapers 
will list them, and list changes. 

"The example concerning cer¬ 
eals is for illustration only, for 
cereals probably will not be ra¬ 
tioned. but many other commodi¬ 
ties will be. 

"The public should bear in 
mind that in inaugurating the 
sweeping changes that have had 
to take place in normal living in 
order to put our maximum effort 
into winning the war that a 
graet deal of confusion is bound 
to occur," Mr. Tucker continued. 
"People should bo particularly 
mindful that it is necessary for 
much of the detail of rationing 
to be handled by volunteers who 
are serving their neighbors in an 
effort to be helpful to them. 

"They should wait the clear, 
concise regulations which will 
govern the issuance of the new 
book as plans develop.” 


Dec. 23 Draft 
Calls Only 
1 Man Here 


The local food situation did 
not improve this week, local food 
merchants generally agreed in a 
survey yesterday. 

"If the metropolitan news¬ 
papers and radios keep harping 
on food shortages we won’t have 
anything left on our shelves", 
one groceryman stated. "If peo¬ 
ple would avoid heavy food buy¬ 
ing, and purchese only to fill 
present heeds, we could have a 
good general supply of merchan¬ 
dise’’, another store operator 
said. 

As an indication of the unusual 
demand for scarce foods, a 
butcher said that last week his 
supply of meat was lower than 
any week to date, yet his cash 
sales for meat purchesed was 
higher than for any other week 
in the year except Thanksgiving. 

Butter deliveries here were 
25% of normal and eggs about 
50% of the usual supply. Ship¬ 
ments of many foods from the 
east are delayed and so many 
breakfast food stocks are low. 
Canned milk stocks are shrink¬ 
ing rapidly. 

In most local stares purchasers 
are being limited to a quarter 
pound of butter, six eggs, one 
carton of butter substitute, one 
tin or jar of any one vegetables 
or fruit, two packages of 
powdered soap, one container or 
package of cocoa or chocolate, 
three cans of evaporated milk, 
two packages or jars of cheese. 

On the other hand, one store 
reported receiving a good ship¬ 
ment of general food supplies 
from his wholesale house this 
week. 


Many Likely To Go In 
January Quota— Ban On 
Enlistments Is Lifted 


No. 2 Ration 
Rooks Due 
January 1 


Christmas 
Services At 
Churches 


Due to placing men of 38 
years and over in the 4H classi¬ 
fication and to the fact that so 
many cases have been referred 
to the appeal board, the Dec. 23 
draft call in the Sierra Madre- 
Arcadia Monrovia district has 
been reduced substantially from 
the number originally scheduled 
for that date. 

Only one Sierra Madreaq 
Robert Anthony Colbert, has 
been notified to report at Induc¬ 
tion Station No. 1 in the Pacific 
Electric Building in Los Angeles, 
Dec. 23. Arcadia had the most 
calls, according to district draft 
officials. 

On January 6 notices will go 
out from the local board head¬ 
quarters for men to be induoted 
on January 16. It is n6t known 
now how many will be included 
in this call, but indications are 
that it will draw heavily on lists 
of fit married men without chil¬ 
dren and on men with collateral 
dependents, draft officials stated 
tliis week. 

Some clarification of the en¬ 
listment situation has been made 
to local boards by the Selective 
Service Bureau in Washington. 
Boards have been advised that 
men 18 through 37 may enlist in 
the Navy, Marines and Coast 
Guard through their local draft 
boards until Feb. 1 or until a 
-up: rseding order is issued. Such 
enlistments were halted recently 
under President Roosevelt’s man¬ 
power order vesting WMC Chief 
Paul V .McNutt with Selective 
Service powers. 

The newly granted authoriza¬ 
tion for enlistments was made 
as a "stop-gap" arrangement 
until McNutt and representatives 
of the armed services decide on 
a system for calling and allocat¬ 
ing inductees to the various 
branches of the service. 

Two classes of men in the 18 
through 37 classification may not 
enlist under the "stop-gap” ar¬ 
rangement—men deferred for oc¬ 
cupational reasons and those who 
have received induction notices. 

The Navy and Marines Corps 
A-ill continue to accept enlistment 
of 17-year-olds with parents con¬ 
sent. The Navy has not yet de¬ 
cided whether it will accept vol¬ 
untary enlistment of men of 38 
or over except in cases where 
such men are specialists.

A Festival Choral Eu¬ 
charist of junior and senior 
choirs will be held at 9 a.m. 
Christmas Day. v 

The Congregational Church 
will have a Christmas musical 
vesper service at 7 p.m. Sunday, 
December 20. Miss Charlene 
Stansbury will be guest soloist 
and there will be a special choir. 
Christmas eve will be observed 
with carols and holy communion 
service at 11 p.m. 

Members of the Bethany Sun¬ 
day School will present a 
Christmas program, "Rays from 
Bethlehem Star," in the church 
auditorium at 4:30 p.m. Sunday 
afternoon. Solos by some of the 
tiny tots, a mixed quartet and 
organ numbers, and a Scripture 
presentation entitled "A Two- 
Fold Peace," are some of the 
features of the program. The 
offering will be used by the 
Gideon organization to provide 
New Testaments foi* men in the 
armed forces. 


Unlawful Turning' 
Brings Citations 


As a result of several minor 
and near acicdents and a grow¬ 
ing tendency on the part of 
motorists to disregard the state 
law that prohibits turning ex¬ 
cept at intersections in business 
districts, local police have felt 
obliged to put on a campaign 
to discourage the practice. A 
number of citations were issued 
this week. Paragraph 541 of the 
state vehicle code says: "No 
vehicle in a business district 
shall be turned so as to proceed 
in the opposite direction .except 
at an intersection." 

The pot office block is in the 
business district here. 

Though slow driving to con¬ 
serve g’s and rubber may even¬ 
tually cause abandoning of the 
safety st p at Sierra Madre blvd. 
and Lima street, police say it 
will be necessary to make the 
stop for the safety of the 
motorists themselves until it is 
formaJly discontinued. They be¬ 
lieve that rigid enforcement of 
the speed limit will eventually 
make the stop unnecessary.

There has been a shortage of 
reading material at the camp and 
tile magazines and books, most 
of them of tire better sort, wen 
eagerly grabbed up by the men. 
Because they are obliged to keep 
their uniforms in the best of 
condition, plus the fact that they 
had been without coat hangers, 
caused these to be especially ac¬ 
ceptable. But there are several 
thousand soldiers and more hang¬ 
ars will be most welcome. 

Twenty-ifour recreation rooms 
tire being fitted up for the Camp 
Santa Anita boys and books and 
magazines will be apportioned 
among them. The more there are 
the happier the lads will be. 
Mostly boys from the New Eng¬ 
land and Eastern states they are 
in a land strange to them and 
while they are enjoying the cli¬ 
mate and scenery and think it 
grand out here, many are lone¬ 
some and homesick and good 


reading matter will do a lot to 
build up morale.

The fact that the new war¬ 
time income tax is a tax on the

needs, eliminating every form of 
governmental extravagance, and 
said that he favored repeal of 
the State Income Tax, a reduc¬ 
tion in the State Sales Tax. or 
elimination of the tax on small 
sales, and some action to help 
the counties in meeting their 
share of old age pension costs.

Some indication of what the 
new levy will amount to for the 
individual taxpayer is found in 
the fact that a married man 
with two children, who earns $50 
a week, will have to pay ap¬ 
proximately $165. A man witn 
two children, whose earnings ap¬ 
proximate $10,000 a year, will 
get a bill for between $2100 and 
$ 2200 . 

On top of that, in California, 
there’s a State Income Tax, as 
the voters failed to repeal this 
tax at the November election. 

There is a good possibility, 
however, that the State Legisla¬ 
ture, recognizing the need of re¬ 
ducing State and local taxes 
wherever possible to help tax¬ 
payers to meet their greatly in¬ 
creased Federal obligations, will 
either repeal or reduce the State 
Income Tax.

State’s needs, the Legislature will 
press f r tax reductions on sev¬ 
eral fronts.
